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Rowe Warns Commission 
To Stop Procrastinating 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, July 27, 
at the courthouse in Elba and heard 
County Attorney Warren Rowe warn 
that the commission had better take 
some action toward building a jail in 
Enterprise before a September 23 
hearing with Circuit Judge Arthur 
Gamble. 


“The judge said you have to build a 
jail in Enterprise,’ said Rowe, “‘and at 
our September 23 hearing he wants 
plans, a timetable, funding plans, etc. - 
the full gambit. We need to collect the 
sales tax and get a bonding company to 
hold it in escrow. By collecting the tax, 
it will force a final ruling on the case. 
Unless the money is collected, we can 
only ask for an advisory opinion. If we 
don’t force a final ruling, we will be 
stuck, because Judge Gordon refused to 
hear the case on the legality of the tax. 
He threw out our request for an 
advisory opinion, A 40-prisoner jail will 
cost $2 million and it will take two or 
three years to pay for it using the 
addtional sales tax. But, we have to 
start collecting the tax now to get a final 
answer. We also must have a bonding 
company to hold the tax money in 
escrow.” 


“I would like to know from the 
bonding company how much the 1-cent 
sales tax would bring in per year, and 
how much the ad valorem tax increase 
will generate," said Charlie Mack 
Martin. ‘‘I’m not in favor of collecting 
the tax money until I hear all the facts. 
We passed the sales tax with a 
stipulation that we get a favorable 
advisory opinion. There is no way we 
can get it. I would like to see us select a 
bonding company to fesearch the 
‘matter and tell us just what to do.” 


“If the court rules we can’t use the 
sales tax, we have to use a bond issue to 
pay for the jail,’’ added Rowe. ‘‘Of 
course I have no doubt we can use the 
tax money."’ 


After a lengthy discussion among all 
the commission 


the commissioners, 


- 


agreed to meet with several bonding 
companies on Thursday, August 13, for 
45 minutes each, and then to select a 
company to represent the county. 


Before leaving Rowe told the 
commission the latest reply from Judge 
Gamble indicated a jail could not be 
built in New Brockton to satisfy his 
previous order, ‘‘We need plans for a 
40-prisoner jail from the architect 
before our September 23 hearing," 
stated Rowe. ‘‘The judge is going to 
want us to show him plans!’’ 


Probate Judge James L. Sawyer 
reported he had talked with the county’s 
architect and told the commission the 
firm couldn't draw up plans until a site 
is finalized. The mention of a jail site 
caused some immediate mumblings 
from the members of the commission, 
and the earlier pick of a site behind the 
courthouse suddenly seemed again to 
be in jeopardy. One commissioner said 
the parking lot behind the courthouse 
was flat and wouldn’t require much 
work, but another commissioner made it 
clear the site had yet to be picked. 


The commission agreed to meet with 
the architect on August 10 and to draw 
up plans. 


Revenue Commissioner Ronnie 
Burns met with the commission and 
batted .500 on a pair of requests. The 
new official! asked the commission to do 
work to combine two offices into one 
large functioning office to serve the 
county taxpayers. The combination 
office became necessary when the office 


of the tax assessor and- tax collector .. 


merged after the death of Tax Assessor 
Mack McKinney. 

Proposals were to be opened to do 
work on both courthouses at Monday’s 
meeting, but only one proposal was 
received and it was for work to be done 
in Elba. The proposal included com- 
bining the offices ($5500), bathroom 
work ($6500) and work on the com- 
missioners’ courtroom ($2000), and 
totaled $14,000. Commissioner Martin 
said to do the work in Elba wouldn’t 


take 


help solve the problems in Enterprise, 
and the motion to do the work was 
defeated by a vote of 4-2, Voting in 
favor of the motion were Boutwell and 
Grant, while casting ‘'no’’ votes were 


Eagerton, Martin, Bowden, and 
Bradley. In an attempt to salvage 
Burns’ much-needed office work, 


Boutwell made a motion to physically 
combine the offices by simply knocking 
two doors in the wall, and repairing 
a vault. The motion failed by a 4-2 vote, 
with the same commissioners voting as 
earlier, 


Burns didn’t let the defeat affect 
him, however, and asked the com- 
mission to approve pay raises for five of 
his employees. He stated that when 
three of his employees left, new 
employees were hired at minimum 
wage. Those employees, according to 
Burns, haven't had a raise in two years, 
causing internal problems among his 
staff. After being assured the raises 
wouldn't cause the budget to go over its 
limit, the commission voted unani- 
mously to approve the request. 

In other action at Monday's meeting 
the commission: 


***received a good jail report which 


cited a need for serving trays, but, 


otherwise was very complimentary; 
***was told it had received no word 
about a suit against the county filed by 
Donofro and Associates; 

***heard Landfill Manager Buck Tindol 


report his department operated at a - 


yearly deficit of over $50,000, and also 


heard him suggest the fee charged to 


cities be raised by 50 cents per 
household; 
***authorized the commissioners and 


the commission clerk to attend a 


workshop in county administration in 
Tuscaloosa on August 13-14; 
***agreed to meet with representatives 
of Blue Cross Insurance on August 24; 
***heard County Engineer Charles 
Bowden report the new dragline had 
problems and needed repair; 

***voted to repair a bulldozer at a cost 
of $3000; 

***approved doing roadwork assistance 
with the Elba Engineering Department.

City Discusses Pay Raises; Gives 
School Board 


Money To 


The Elba City Council met Monday 
evening with all members present. This 
meeting had been postponed from last 
week because of Mayor English’s being 
out of town. The council discussed pay 
raises for employees, extending sewer 
lines, and approved buying half the 
desks to furnish the new wing of the 
high school. : 

The councit was opened with a 
prayer by Rey. Virgil Coleman. Police 
Chief Ray Norris gave a report on. the 
police department and cases presented 
to District Court. 

Pay raises tor city employees were 
the next item for discussion. Mayor Bob 
English pointed out that in recent years 
raises had been considered for July 1 or 
the middle of the fiscal year, which 
caused trouble with the budget plan- 
ning. He suggested that raises be made 
to .begin with the new fiscal year 
beginning October 1. 

English said every 1% raise across 
the board would cost $3600 to $4000 a 
year. 


Councilman Sonny Inman said he 
didn’t know where the necessary funds 
would come from, but city employees 
needed a raise. Council Cleo Hawkins 


expressed an opinion that the raises 
should be split, with part being a 
cost-of-living increase to everyone, and 
merit raises to those doing the best 
jobs. He noted that all city employees 
were underpaid, but some were more 
underpaid than others. 

Councilman John — Sharpless 
recommended that councilmen look at 
the overali picture, including the 
present pay of all employees, and get 
recommendations from department 
heads before giving raises. Councilman 
Charles Kennett suggested a cost-of- 
living raise and then merit raises. He 
continued with a suggestion that 


employees know about the merit raises’ 


and just who was getting them and why. 
Councilman Ray Trammell agreed with 
this idea. 


Mayor English suggested the 
council announce the cost-of-living per- 
centage and then get department heads 
to make their recommendations, The 
council members indicated tney weren't 
ready to make this decision and agreed 
to discuss the matter at the next 
meeting on August 3. 

The council approved the extension 
of a sewer line on Garrett Street for a 


distance of about 500 feet. Residents in 
the area are having trouble with their 
septic tanks, and no major pumping 
installations are necessary. The cost is 
not expected to exceed $2000, according 
to Councilman Hawkins. 


The council heard a request from the 
school for money to buy desks for the 
classrooms in the new wing of the high 
school. The estimated cost was $12,000 
for desks in ten classrooms (the other 


two rooms are labs). The council agreed. 


to give $6000 to the school board for the 
furnishings, with the understanding 
that the Water and Electric Board would 
give a like amount. 


English gave members of the council 
a financial report and budget compari- 
son. He noted that after a $34,000 sales 
tax check last month, the amount 
dropped to $29,000 in the latest check. 


Councilman Kennett pointed out 
that the budget was not in as good 
condition as it appeared because a 
planeed reserve for repayment of 
ospital bonds totaled only $10,000 
when it should total $47,000.

County Board of Ed. Renews 


Contracts For 24 Teachers

The Coffee County Board of Educa- 


tion. has renewed: contracts for 24 


chers and other staff members, and 
hopes to be able to rehire three other 
teachers soon after schoo! starts. 

At the end of the 1980-81 school 
year, letters were sent to 27 non- 
tenured teachers informing them that 
their contracts would not automatically 
be renewed. At that time, Superinten- 
dent John W. Vaughan told the teachers 
receiving letters that most of them 
would be rehired for the upcoming year, 
but due to reductions in federal and 
state funds, some positions might be 
eliminated, 

Following an executive session with 
principals from the county schools 
Monday morning, Vaughan recom- 
mended that 24 of the personnel be 
rehired and four new teachers be hired 
to fill vacant slots. 

“There are still three people who we 
have not rehired, and these are good 
teachers. Right now there are not any 
more teaching units available, but we 
hope when school starts, to pick these 
back up. Usually we have more to enroll 
at the beginning of school than we've 
anticipated,’’ Vaughan said. 

However, school may start before 
these people are notified of available 
positions. 

Among the new personnel hired by 
the board this week is Paul Word, 
replacing Charles Cole as head basket- 
ball coach at New Brockton High 
School. Word served as the Gamecocks 
mentor during the mid-1960s and led 
them to a state championship. His most 
recent school assignment was headmas- 
ter at Abbeville Christian Academy. In 
addition to his coaching duties, Word 
will also teach high school English. 

While the board was busy hiring a 


new basketbali coach, they also had to 
start a quick search for a new head 
football coach at Zion Chapel. David 
Collins submitted his resignation Mon- 
day morning, a week before fall practice 
was scheduled to begin. Collins has 
accepted an assistant football coaching 
position at Selma High School. Vaughan 
said he hopes to have a replacement by 
next Monday. 

Teachers and aides whose contracts 
have been renewed for the upcoming 
year are: Doug Wambles, aide--Project 
Independence; Joan Hornsby, Anita 
Grimes, Shirley Dean, and LaRue 
Broxton, aides--Project Independence;

|. The superintendent also reviewed 
the lunchroom program, but said he did 
not haye a recommendation for prices 
yet. He noted that cuts in the operation 
of the county’s lunchrooms are not 
going to be as severe as he orginally 


thought. However, because of federal 
reductions, prices will be higher than 
the 85 cents charged last year for 
lunches, 

“We might have to charge as much 
as $1.25 but I’m not quite ready to set 
prices. The high school principals and I 
are still looking at ‘‘a la carte’ lines for 
their lunchrooms,’’ he added. 

Vaughan also said he had con- 
sidered eliminating the school breakfast 
program in an effort to reduce operating 
costs, but since there will be increases 
in federal money for this program, he 
intends to maintin it.

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SHARP CONTRASTS AT 


The purpose of this series 
of four articles has been to 
examine the contrast be- 
tween several of the sins that 
were involved in Jesus’ 
being crucified and the 
righteous response of Jesus 
to each of these sins. 

The account of the 
crucifixion in the 27th 
chapter of the Gospel of 
Matthew has been in focus. 
The first contrast was that 
between the envy of the chief 
priests and elders and the 
self-giving spirit of Jesus. 
The second contrast was that 
between the dislovalty of 
Judas and of the crowd, and. 
the unswerving obedience of 
Jesus to the will of the 
Father. The third contrast 
was that between the ex- 
pediency of Pilate and the 
stand of Jesus upon 
principle. The fourth con- 
trast that we find at Calvary 
is that between the cruelty of 
the Koman soldiers and the 
compassionate concern of 


y, 


ere , 


Jesus. 
One of the major sins that 
was involved in the 


crucifixion of Jesus was 
cruelty. The Roman soldiers 
were motivated by barbaric 
cruelty -- finding a perverse 
enjoyment in the suffering 
which they inflicted upon 
Jesus (Matthew 27:37-31, 
35-36). The soldiers turned 
the tragic event into a 
horrible game. ‘The devil- 
ishness of the horseplay of 
the soldiers almost sears the 
page, as indeed it sears 
our mind in the reading." 
(George A. Buttrick,’’ Expo- 
sition of the Gospel Accord- 
into to St. Matthew,” The 
Interpreter’s Bible, VIl, 599). 

In sharp contrast to the 
soldiers, who voluntarily 
caused Jesus to suffer, 
stands Jesus, who volun- 
tarily endured suffering out 
of His concern for sin®-' 
man. It was in the *

the divine judgment for the 
sins of mankind that Jesus 
cried out: ‘‘My God, my 
God, why hast thou forsaken 
me?"’ (Matthew 27:46 
R.S.V.}. As the prophet 
Isaiah had stated fong before 
in a prophecy that found its 
ultimate fulfillment in the 
experience of Jesus upon the 
cross: “‘Surely He has borne 
our gtiefs and carried our 
sorrows; yet we esteemed 
him stricken, smitten by 
God, and afflicted. But he 
was wounded for our trans- 
gressions, he was bruised for 
our iniquities; upon him was 
the chastisement that made 
us whole. and with his 
Stripes we are healed. All we 
like sheep have gone astray; 
we have turned every one to 
his own way; and the Lord 
has iaid on him the iniquity 
of us all.’’ (Isaiah 53:4-6 
R.S.V.). Jesus, in His pure 
and perfect life, willingly 
endured rejection by men 
and divine judgment on 
behalf of men. 

Once again it is against 
the dark backdrop of human 
sin that we sce the full 
radiance of the light of divine 
love at Calvary. In this 
instance it is against the 
background of the barbaric 
cruelty of the Roman soldiers 
that the compassionate con- 
cern of Jesus (demonstrated 
in the suffering which He 
willingly endured for others) 
stands out most clearly. 

Thus in the death of 
Jesus we find a powerful 
demonstration of His perfect 
goodness -- the scource of 
His power over sin. Because 
of His absolute kindness and 
concern for sinful man - a 
kindness and concern that 
led Him to endure vountarily 
the sufferings of the cross -- 
He is able to redeem us from 
our every unkind thought 
and deed.

PEANUT PRODUCTION 

Doyce and Hinton 
Stewart of Rt. 1, Jack, are 
small peanut producers: but 
they are extremely interested 
in high yields of high quality 
nuts. We visited a peanut 
field recently which had a 
disease _ problem. The 
Stewarts mentioned that in 
1962 - 19 years ago - they 
made over 1% tons per acre 
in that field. Nineteen years 
ago our average yield was 
only about 1100 to 1200 
pounds per acre. 

Peanut producers have a 
unique ability to accurately 
and vividly remember the 
production on each field, 
especially if it happens to be 
a high yield. The Stewarts 
have been growing peati:''s 
all their lives, mainly their 
own peanut allotment. They 
have had a lot of experience, 
but they are still seeking 
ways to increase yields and 
profits. 


COW BIOLOGY 

Dan Presley and I talked 
a few weeks back about beef 
cattle numbers as related to 
prices that farmers receive. 
A lot of times people ask us 
why beef producers keep 
producing in the face of low 
prices. 

Bill Gordan writing in 
Farmline points out that 
heifers are not bred for their 
first calf until they are 14-18 
months old; then the ges- 
tation is 9 months. The calf in 
turn won't reach slaughter 
weight for another 18 months 
orso, Consequently, it takes 
about four years from the 
time a cattle producer's heif- 
er is born until her offspring 
reaches slaughter weight. 
Because of the time lag, beef 
production continues to in- 
crease well beyond the time 
price signals change. 

Here in Coffee County we 
remember this exact thing 
occurred in 1974-76, when 
beef production kept  in- 
creasing despite the ow 
cattle prices. You can't turn 
beef cattle production on and 
ms like you do an assembly 
ine.

Peanut producers ur 
to check fields 


BY: TOM CASADAY 

Corn earworms and the 
fall armyworms are on the 
move in Coffee County 
peanut fields. In many 
fields, a massive hatchout 
and infestation has taken 
place. Growers have started 
control measures, Cutworms 
are also building up in some 
fields and in dry areas the 
lesser cornstalk borer is 
multiplying. 

Because of the generally 
dry weather in many areas, 
we have not had any damage 
to speak of from the southern 
corn rootworm. The root- 
worm generally is more 
damaging during wet years 
and especially in low areas in 
a field. Be especially 
watchful for the southern 
corn rootworm in fields 
which are being irrigated and 
in the low lying areas. They 
feed underground on pegs 
and pods.

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There aren't many beet 
armyworms or spider mites 
present at this time, 
However, it is the time of the 
year to control costs and to 
begin a close watch for all 
insects on peanuts. 

Unfortunately, a lot of 
peanut growers make the 
mistake of treating every 
field alike. For example, if 
worms are found at the 
treatment level in one field, 
it is treated. Then without 
checking the other fields, 
Some growers go ahead and 
treat those at the same time. 
This is certainly a mistake 
and a waste of money. Check 
each field individually and 
make a determination based 
on the caterpillar numbers in 
that particular field, 

We have two young men 
serving as scouts for several 
individual farmers in_ this 

county, I get their reports 
every day on not only worm 


infestations but the incidence 
of white mold, lesser corn 
stalk borer and other dis- 
eases and insects. As I 
discuss the situation with the 
scouts and look at the record, 
I am impressed with the 
difference in worm popu- 
lations even in adjacent 
fields on a farm. There is no 
substitute for knowing what 
is occurring in each field. 
Base your insect control pro- 
gram on what is taking place 
in each field. 


Jewel Smith of Kinston, 
one of the top peanut 
growers in Alabama, told me 
you can't determine what is 
going on in a field by driving 
by in a pickup truck, Smith's 
eyesight is not good, so when 
he goes in a field he gets 
down on his knees and 
checks carefully. In fact his

Dr. John French, head of 
Pest Management at 
Auburn, and Ron Weeks, 
area pest management spec- 
ialist, have made specific 
recommendations for control 
of most of the damaging 
foliage feeders in the peanut 
area of Alabama. For control 
of the corn earworm, one of 
several materials is recom- 
mended - Sevin, Lannate, 
Nudrin, Azodrin or Lorsban. 
One of these materials 
should be applied as a foliar 
Spray when you find an 
infestation of four or more 
caterpillars per foot of row.
